Rich Rail Labor—Poor Cotton Labor 
Raise Hell, Mr, Wade Kitchens! 


COME of our railroad friends may fall out with us. hut 
\O that isn't going to stop our tellintf the truth about this 
bill before congress to limit the length of freight trains. 


Senate Bill No. 69 looked to be at first simply another 


one of those half-baked measures that are always bobbing 
up when the legislatures and congress meet. Apparently 
sponsored by the railroad unions, No. 6!) proposes to pro- 
hibit freight trains over 70 cars long. The bill's advocates 
say this would improve safety. 


Senate Hill No. GO looked half-baked—but then it 


passed the senate and went to the house; and so it isn't 
half-baked at all, but it is simply a strong-arm threat by the 
unions to make the railroads hire more men and make all 
the rest of us pay higher freight bills. 


The "safety" argument, of course, is crav-y. Divide 


a 1'10-car train into two trains of 70 cars each—and the risk 
of accident is doubled. 


Bill No. 69 is simply the ruthless exercise of political 


pressure by a favored group—and neither this newspaper 
nor the cotton territory is going to take this imposition lying 
down.

ST. LOUIS.~(/V')—A 'general dispo- 


sition in till quarters to await develop- 
ments" and an attendant falling off of 
merchandise distribution and manu- 
facturing activities iii the Eighth dis- 
trict during October and the first half 
of November, was reported in the 
monthly review of the federal reserve 
bunk today. 


"This attitude" the bank commented, 


"was emphasized by the decline in 
commodity prices on both spot and 
future markets and continued weak- 
ness in the security markets." 


Of the wholesale and jobbing lines 


investigated by the bank, a majority 
showed decreases in business 
com- 


pared wi-th tin; came irvrinth in- l!)3fi 
Among those recording declines were 
boots and shoes, dry goods, drugs and 
chemicals, groceries and hardware. 


Retail Trade Good 


"A relatively much more favorable 


showing was made in retail trade than 
in wholesale distribution," the bank 
declared. "October sales of depart- 
ment stores in the principal cities were 
slightly greater than in September, 
and only 2 per cent below the high 
total of October n year ago. 


"Retail sales of automobiles, while 


about one-fourth smaller than in Sep- 
tember, were slightly larger than in 
October, 193G." 


The report disclosed that a further 


incentive to the downward business 
trend of the area wa.s a "sharp de- 
cline" in iron and .steel industry activ- 
ities. It had this lo say on that score: 


"Activities in the iron and .steel in- 


dustry declined sharply, reflecting cur- 
tailment of new orders being placed 
with mills, founderics and machine 
shops. Backlogs are being rapidly re- 
duced, and manufacturers arc adjust- 
ing their output accordingly. 


"production of steel ingots at mills 


in this general area recorded a new 
low for the year at mid-November." 


"Production of bituminous coal at 


mines of the district wa.s 10.9 per cent 
larger than in September, but about 
2 per cent below that of October, 1!)36," 
the report continued. 


Payrolls and employment declined

W ASHINGTON. - 
(/!>) _ President 


Roosevelt asked congress Tuesday to 
reduce greatly the government's im- 
mediate financial outlay for aiding the 
stales in highway con.slruction. 


Asserting that "definite spots" are 


ncccKsiiry lo balance the budget, the 
president proposed in hi.s .special mes- 
sage the following: 


Four Proposals 


1. The cancellation of the 2M-mil- 


lion-dollar apportionment authori/ed 
for distribution among the states dur- 
ing the 1939 fiscal year. 


2. Spreading over the next two fis- 


cal years the 200-million-dollar appro- 
priation balance authorized for the 
present (1938) fiscal year. 


3. A limit of 125 million dollars an- 


nually on all public ronds authorria- 
tions for and after the 1940 fiscal year 
(compared to a total of 238 millions 
each for 1938 and 1939). 


4. Revision of the federal-aid high- 


way law to eliminate the requirement 
.that the federal government apportion 
t othc various states the annual 
amount authorized for appropriation. 


The president's proposal to curtail 


highway spending met immediate crit- 
icism in the senate. 


Criticism Follows

highway sponsor, asserted 
congress 


should not repudiate its "contractual 
obligation." He referred specifically 
to the president's suggestion to cancel 
the 214-million-c!ollar item for road 
aid fro the fiscal year beginning next 
July 1. 


Majority Leader Barklcy said he ex- 


pected the senate to complete action on

for U.S. Experiment in Farm Ownership 


This to Be One of 
21 Counties Using 
U. S. Tenancy Funds 


S m a l l Fund Available 


Forces Concentration 


of Program 


LOAN TO BE $3,500 


Borrower Must Agree to 


Manage Farm on Busi- 


ness-Like Plan 


At least five carefully selected farm 


tenant families in each of the 21 
shaded counties in the accompanying 
map will soon be given the oppor- 
tunity of becoming small farm owners 
through loans and supervisory 
as- 


sistance to be offered by the govern- 
ment under terms of the Bankhead- 
Jones tenant lofin act. 


The counties were selected by the 


nine-member state farm security ad- 
visory committee named recently by 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace. The secretary's approval of 
the committee's recommendations was 
announced this week. 
A 
'• 


Selected Group 


The Farm Security Administration, 


which is responsible for administra- 
tion of the Bankhead-Jones program, 
has announced that because of the 
small appropriation available for mak- 
ing loans this year and the necessity 
for holding administrative costs to a 
minimum, it is necessary to concen- 
trate loan activities in a selected group 
of counties in the stale this year. Not 
less than five loans nor more than 10 
will be made in each county chosen. 
Terms of the measure provide for in- 
creasing the appropriation for this 
work from the $10,000,000 available this 
year to $25,000,000 for the next fiscal 
year. This will allow spreading the 
opportunities to tenants in other coun- 
ties in the stale as the program pro- 
gresses. 


FSA officials hope to select tenants 


to receive loans find locate them on the 
farms to be purchased in time to make 
a crop next spring. 


Loan lo Be $'.1,500 


Loans will average about $3,500, the 


size depending on the type of farming 
lo be done, improvements required, 
and other factors. Enough money will 
he loaned each tenant to enable him 
to purchase a family-size farm of suf- 
ficient size and fertility to support an 
accepted standard of living and to 
make essential improvements. The bor- 
rower must agree to follow a carefully 
planned farm and home program based 
on accepted standards and practices 
advocated by the state extension ser- 
vice. 


Administrative duties in connection 


with the tenant purchase program 
havo been as-signed the county FSA 
rehabilitation supervisor in each of the 
participating counties. 


A throe-man committee of farmers 


will be named soon in each of I he des- 
ignated counties to advise with the 
.supervisor in the .selection of appli- 
cants, appraisal of tendered land and 
similar details.

Of the $253,1570.24 in taxes which the 


Frisco paid in Arkansas, a total of 
$5,540.13 was paid in Hempstead coun- 
ty, including the city of Hope. Hemp- 
stead county was paid $675.21 for its 
general county tax; $1.174.87 in stato 
taxes; $405.13 fur county road and 
bridge tax; $2.430.75 in school taxes. A 
city tax of $43.42 and special tax of

"frame" Dr. Bruce so that they might 
collect a reward offered for the ar- 
rest and conviction of the high school 
boy's slayer.

Rewards for Being a Glorious Failure 


M 


USING on Herbert Hoover's visit to the campus of Colby 
collegre. where he presided over services celebrating the 


100th anniversary of the death of Elijah Lovejoy, one is forc- 
ed to suspect that we spend too much time telling our young- 
sters-how to become successes' and not enough time enlarging1 
on the virtues of failure. 


For this Elijah Lovejoy was a flat failure if there ever 


was one, and he paid for his failure with his life. But there 
was something in his failure which, a full century after his 
death; was' strong enough to draw a former President of the 
Uffited States to his grave and to provoke the utterance of 
wise and noble words about his example. 


So complete a flop was Elijah Lovejoy, indeed, that you 


may not be able to remember who he wa*s or what he did. So 
here are a few words of explanation. 
* * * 


T OVEJOY, then, was an idealistic young graduate of Colby 
JL College who headed out to the Illinois prarie country away 
back in the 1820's and became a newspaper editor in the town 
of Alton. He became an anti-slavery agitator, spoke his mind 
freely in his paper, aroused intense antagonism among the 
townspeople, and was finally mobbed by a gang of toughs who 
wrecked his presses, burned his office and beat him to death. 


Which, as you must admit, was a fairly ignominous end 


for an: ambitious young editor to come to. An industrious 
newspaper owner in a rising frontier city should grow rich 
and influential, if he plays his cards right: why all this fuss 
about the centennial of one who got himself lynched, instead? 


Obviously, there must be cases in which failure is better 
thai! success. It is pretty certain that if Lovejoy had kept a 
civil tongue in his head, had offended no one and had grown 
to a peaceful and prosperous old age, no ex-presidents would 
be making.speeches at his gravestone.

overgrowth of the hair about the body 
is not an exceedingly unusual condi- 
tion.

When women get superfluous hair 


on parts of the body where hair should 
not ordinarily develop, they are likely 
to resort to all sorts of methods (some 
f.f them dangerous) to get rid of the 
hair and are willing to try and sort ol 
schemes that anybody develops for the 
purpose.

Harrison Pledges 


Revision of Tax 


Undivided Profit, Capital 


Gain Taxes to Be 


Readjusted 


WASHINGTON—</P)—Senator Har- 


rison (Dem., Miss.) promised Monday 
night to do his utmost to modify the 
two forms of taxation most distaste- 
ful to busniess—the levies on undivid- 
ed profits and capital gains. Speak- 
ing in the Washington Star Radio 
Forum, Harrison expressed belief that 
these two changes would "encourage 
business, increase government receipts, 
and offer greater hope to the unem- 
ployed." 


He said there was no doubt that Con- 


gress was "alive to the need of prompt 
attention," but warned the country not 
to expect "us to be swept off our feet 
and complete this task overnight." 


The Mississippinn registered oppo- 


sition, however, to making modifi- 
cation retroactive, urging that changes 
should date from January 1, 1938. It 
would be unfair, he said, to penalize 
corporations which have distributed 
dividends for the current year in fav- 
or of those which "might happen to be 
able to take advantage of a retroactive 
measure." 


The senator recalled that when Con- 


gress enacted the undistributed profits 
tax in 1936 he was one of those who 
believed it would stop the "unfair 
practice" of certain corporations which 
accumulated earnings so stockholders 
could avoid surtaxes. He added ex- 
perience had shown that "while the 
law corrected some improper practices 
of a few corporations, it has worked 
tremendous hardships" on others. The 
result, he said, "has added confusion 
to the economic life of the country, 
and to many of our fine American cit- 
izens it has been most disheartening 
and discouraging." 


"It is a harsh and unwise policy," the 


senator said, "for the government to 
compel a corporation that may be giv- 
ing employment to hundreds of thous- 
ands of men and women to distribute 
its earnings in the form of dividends to 
its stockholders when it needs such 
earnings to perpetuate the employ-' 
ment of these people. If the present 
system is continued, large corporations 
with tremendous reserves can con- 
tinue, but less favored and weaker cor- 
porations without the reserves may be 
forced out of business. 


The capital gains tax, ho declared, 


has been an influential factor in "dis- 
couraging trade in stocks, securities 
or property holdings." Without ques- 
tion, he said, it has slowed up trade, 
filled safety deposit boxes with se- 
curities, and has frozen credits and 
prevented flow f capital into now en- 
terprise. 


"If securities or property are per- 


mitted to be turned over rapidly, there 
will be more trade and in my opinion 
a freer flow of ready money into new 
industry," Harrison said.

Burros for Boats 


30 to 40 Men Are Seeking 


Gold on Shores of 


Lake Meade

LAS VEGAS, Nov.—The desert pros- 


pector has traded his burro for an out- 
board motor. 


As the largest man-made lake in the 


world backs up into the bad lands be- 
hind Boulder Dam, it is giving him 
new and easy access to long hidden 
mineral treasures. 


At the same time it is bringing bath- 


ing beaches and boating to arid com- 
munities that never have known water 
sports, 


"There is territory now accessible 


that never has been prospected," says 
R. G. Knickerbocker, who represents 
the U. S. Bureau of Mines at Boulder 
City. "There have been 30 or <IO men 
prospecting around the lake since 
August." 


Prospectors Hove Barge 


Lake Mead, as the big reservoir i.s 


called, is now 108 miles long. Its 500 
miles of shore line extend into reaches 
of the Colorado and Virgin rivers und 
their tributaries where 'the white man 
may never have set foot. 


Gold is the chief lure that is taking 


miners putt-putting over the new lake, 
but the region also contains copper, 
lead, silver, zinc, borax, gypsum, salt 
and other minerals. So far there have 
been no sensational strikes. 


Most advanced of the new "seagoing 


miners" are O. W. Vales and associates. 
On a barge, christened the Queen 
Mary, they are shipping gold ore from 
some old workings in Iceberg canyon 
to a Union Pacific railhead at Boulder 
City. 


Squalls on the usually serene desert 


lake sometimes whip up 
five-foot 


waves and miners have gone hungry 
waiting for their supply boats. 


Power from the dam—which has the 


world's largest hydro-electric develop- 
ment—also has given a fillip to min- 
ing. 
A line has been run to the big 


silver-lead workings at Pioche at a 
cost of $900,000, and the Las Vegas 
chamber of commerce is talking of a 
$5,500,000 electrolytic copper refinery. 


The government is interested in a 


large deposit of manganese, an essen- 
tial war material. 


On the recreation side, the U. S. 


park department has control of the 
entire lakeshore. Already a bathing 
beach, pier and yacht anchorage have 
been established and when the water 
reaches its permanent level there will 
be a more extensive development 
known as "The Oasis." 


As the lake expands to its ultimate 


115-mile length two settlements are 
joining the romantic roster of sunken 
cities. St. Thomas, a Mormon town, 
was bought by the government and 
everything of value removed. 


The other is Lost City, a five-mJle- 


long Indian city long since abandoned. 
As the water rises on its adobe walls, 
the best of its relics are }ie'u\n ;irninftcd 
in a tiny clesert museum.
